Zinnias and other 
annuals respond satisfactorily to 
pinching back. It would be well if 
the am ateur gardener looked up­ 
on all bedding plants as annuals. 
Few. if any. so-called perennials 
survive during the 
intense 
sum ­ 
m er heat sufficient to have them 
producing the following season. 
When purchasing citrus and oth­ 
er trees for his garden the am a­ 
teur gardener should 
turn 
h i s 
back on large, old trees and stick 
to young, up to three to four year 
old trees. They suffer less from 
transplanting than do the o l d e r 
ones and are easier to handle. In 
our sandy soil we sould suggest 
that the wide bed in which they 
are planted sliould consist of equal 
quantities of wetted peat m o s s , 
leaf mold and sand, thereby af­ 
fording both an organic fertilizer 
and an aid to retarding the leach­ 
ing of water through the sand. 


IF YOL HAVE ANY deciduous 
y o u n g shribs, vines 
or 
young 
trees that you 
feel 
like moving 
you can do this bare root. Cut off 
one third to a half of the tops, 
cut off any 
broken 
or dam aged 
roots, transplant 
into 
basins 
of 
your choice, fertilize and irrigate 
In a month or two they should 
show healthy growth. 
Transplanting of evergreens call 
for a different process. Here you 
run into the process 
of 
digging 
around the tree about two to four 
feet away from the trunk, accord­ 
ing to the age and height of the 
tree, cutting each root that you 
com e in contact with on the way 
round, wrapping the root ball in 
burlan to avoid uncovering the re­ 
m aining roots, 
then 
transporting 
tb*» tree to its new- bed. 
The soil surrounding the roots 
should be wet from the time you 
start the operation until its com ­ 
pletion. and the new bed fertilized 
and irrigated ready to be occupied. 
We would suggest that the new 
bed should contain the sam e m ix­ 
ture as we suggested for citrus 
and other *rees. equal quantities 
of wetted peat m oss, leaf mold, 
and .sand
